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NOTES OF 
GENERAL INTEREST 


There are more annual reports this month, and perhaps chief 
among them is that of the Secretary of the Interior, which describes 
the extensive reorganization that has been made in that extensive 
Department. 

The volume of Mineral resources for the calendar year 1906, just 
issued, reveals a most remarkable development of the great mineral 
supplies of, the country. In 1880 the annual production of min- 
erals aggregated about $365,000,000 in value. For 1906 the value is 
almost $2,000,000,000. In the twenty-six years the output has mul- 
tiplied about five and one-fourth times. It is not likely that there 
will be any sagging back in the mineral production. A continuous 
increase for many years to come may reasonably be expected. 

Farmers’ bulletin 314 describes the only method which has yet 
been devised for outwitting the Mexican cotton-boll weevil. It is 
that of planting early varieties of cotton, and planting them so early 
that they will be too far advanced to be damaged before the spring 
crop of weevils reaches the destructive stage. This insect pest is 
immune from the poisonous sprays which check the San José scale 
and the tent worm, because the weevil works in the heart of the 
cotton boll, where the spray can not reach him. 

The Manufactures Bureau continues its Tariff series by publish- 
ing translations of the Commercial agreement between the United 
States and France and the Customs tariff of the German Customs 
Union. 

The Department of the Interior is looking after the antiquities 
and natural wonders which abound in the western country, as is 
shown by this month’s report on the Wind Cave, Crater Lake, Sullys 
Hill, Platt, Mesa Verde, and Casa Grande Ruin national parks. 

Geological Survey Bulletin 339 tells of buying coal on the basis 
of its heating value. Will the time come when everybody can do 
that? 

This year the annual classified statement of the expenditures of 
the Agriculture Department, of which for many years the “ usual 
number” has been printed, being somewhere from ten to twenty 
times aS many copies as were needed, was not printed at all, but 
a sufficient number of copies were produced at the Department by a 
duplicating process, saving, it is asserted, several thousand dollars. 
It was done at the suggestion of Mr. Littlefield, chairman of the 
House Committee on Expenditures in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, and it is told of in the annual report of the Department’s 
Accounts and Disbursements Division. Which overprinted docu- 


ment will be the next to go off the list? 
$21 
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Document 630 of the Fisheries Bureau gives the statistics of the 
distribution of fish eggs, fry, fingerlings, yearlings, and adults by 
the Bureau during the fiscal year 1907. Most bureaus are content 
to deal in millions, but the Fisheries people run into billions, 
Thirty-five species they propagated and distributed, and the grand 
total is expressed in 10 figures, thus: 2,511,597,377. 

Talking of examinations and questions, how is this for an easy 
one? ‘ What apparatus is used in making a turk’s head?” It is 
question 1 in the pamphlet entitled “ Questions and answers for 
use in instruction of torpedo companies,” and the answer is easy 
when you know it. 

Forest Service Circular 140, of 31 pages, has the title “ What 
forestry has done,” and its information comes from foreign lands 
as well as from our own. No publication of more timely interest 
is in this month’s list. 

The latest of many editions of Doctor Tindall’s standard work, 
Origin and government of the District of Columbia, is one of the 
February issues of the Government press. 

Other titles, attractive to various classes of readers, are: Exam- 
ination papers of the Naval Academy; Organization lists of agricul- 
tural colleges and experiment stations; Report on trade conditions 
in Australasia, and the same for Ecuador; the Public Printer’s 
annual report; volume 4 of the War Department’s annual report, in 
which the militia, the military schools, and the military parks are 
considered; the Annual report of the Public Health and Marine- 
Hospital Service, which is the national health officer; Treasury 
decisions on tariff questions from July 1 to Dec. 1, 1907; Decisions 
of the Comptroller of the Treasury on law questions, Oct. 1 to Dec. 
31, 1907; Diplomatic and consular service, corrected to Feb. 19, 
1908; Report of the proceedings of the National Association of 
Railway Commissioners at the meeting of Oct., 1907; with many 
more of equal value and interest. 


Attention is called to the following preface which appears in the 
Advance sheets of 3d edition of Checklist of United States public 
documents which is entered in this issue of the Monthly catalogue: 


Ever since the Checklist of public documents was issued in 1895, an 
effort has been made to gather statistics for a revised edition, and up to 
the present time a large amount of material has been collected which it is 
our purpose to first publish in the form of advance sheets, and invite there- 
to additions and corrections, that the final volume of the Checklist when 
issued may be a complete and accurate reference work. 

This Advance sheet, including a list of all the publications known to 
have been published by the Office of the Secretary of Agriculture, will be 
followed as rapidly as possible by other Advance sheets, each one of which 
will cover the publications of a separate publishing office, until distinct 
checklists of all Government offices which have issued publications are in 
the hands of those interested. 

These Advance sheets will be arranged according to the scheme adopted 
with such success in Department list 1, List of publications of the Agri- 
culture Department, 1862-1902, issued in 1904. This reference work was 
arranged according to the classification numbers assigned to the publica-

tions in the Public Documents Library of this Office; or, in other words, 
it was a print of the shelf-list, elaborated and supplemented by a full 
analytical index referring to these library symbols as a short means of 
identification. 

In order that the lists may be used to the best advantage, an abbreviated 
explanation of the classification follows, which should be carefully preserved 
for reference, as no other Advance sheet will contain it. 

A full description of the classification can be found in the Agriculture 
Department list mentioned above, but that list being practically out of 
print it was thought best to print a short explanation with the Advance 
sheets for the benefit of those who have not and who can not now be sup- 
plied with the full outline. 


CLASSIFICATION EXPLAINED 


The classification is by Government authors: first, by Departments or 
independent publishing offices; second, by bureaus, offices, or divisions of 
such Departments or independent publishing offices; third, by series; fourth, 
by book numbers. 


Department symbol, first term in classification number 


The first letter of the distinctive word in the name of each of the nine 
Executive Departments is used to designate the Department: 
A =<Agriculture Department. 
C =Commerce and Labor Department. 
I —Interior Department. 
J =Justice Department. 
N =—Navy Department. 
P =Post-Office Department. 
S =State Department. 
T —Treasury Department. 
W=War Department. 
Two letters are used for independent publishing offices: 
AR =American Republics Bureau. 
CS =Civil Service Commission. 
DC=District of Columbia. 
FC =—Fish Commission. 
FS —Freedman’s Savings and Trust Company. 
GB =Geographic Board. 
GP =Government Printing Office. 
IC =—Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Ju =Judiciary (United States courts, etc.). 
La =Labor Department. 
LC =Library of Congress. 
NA=National Academy of Sciences. 
NH=National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. 
Pr =—President of the United States.

Other Department symbols are: 
X=—Proceedings of Congress. 
Y=Miscellaneous publications of Congress. 
Z=Papers of Revolutionary period and first fourteen Congresses. 


This list gives all the Department symbols as yet required for the use 
of the Public Documents Library of this Office. The arrangement on the 
shelves should be strictly alphabetical by symbol, not by the word for which 
the symbol stands; that is, Commerce and Labor Department publications 
precede Civil Service Commission publications, because C precedes CS. 

When bureaus, offices, divisions, etc., are transferred from one Executive 
Department to another, or when independent publishing offices become sub- 
ordinate to an Executive Department, the old classification is retained for 
earlier issues and a new one assigned to publications issued after the trans- 
fer, double cross references being used. 
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Bureau, office, or division symbol, second term in classification number 


The figure 1 following the Department symbol represents always the 
Secretary of the Executive Department or the chief executive officer of the 
independent publishing office. 

Beginning with figure 2, the numbers are applied in numerical order to 
the various publishing bureaus, offices, and divisions, these having been 
arranged alphabetically when the classification was first applied. New 
offices are added at the end of the list of the Department and assigned the 
next number. This provides for a distinctive symbol for each without limit, 
though the alphabetical arrangement of new bureaus can not be kept up. 

A point is placed after the bureau symbol to separate the Department and 
bureau notation from the rest of the classification number. 


Examples : 
Al. =<Agriculture Department, Secretary. 
A2. =—Agriculture Department, Accounts and Disbursements Division. 
A3. =Agriculture Department, Agrostology Division. 
GP1.—Government Printing Office, Public Printer. 
GP2.—Government Printing Office, Library. 
GP3.—Government Printing Office, Documents Office. 


Series symbol, third term in classification number 


Figures 1, 2, 3, and 4, when written after the point as the third term in 
the classification number, are used exclusively for the following series of 
publications emanating from the various publishing offices : 

-l=Annual reports. 
.2—General publications. 
.38= Bulletins. 
.4=Circulars. 

These four numbers are always assigned for these particular series, even 
though the bureau may not have issued any publications belonging there. 
“General publications ” are publications of a miscellaneous character, which 
are not numbered or volumed in any series. 

Beginning with figure 5 after the point, the various series are arranged 
alphabetically as far as possible, and are assigned numbers. New series are 
added at the end of the list. They take the next unused number. 

A colon is placed after the series symbol to separate it from the individual 
book number. 


Book number, fourth term in the classification number 


The book number follows the colon. 

In the case of annual or periodical publications, the date is used as the 
book number, as :906. For a volumed series, the volume number is used, 
as :8. For a numbered series, the number is used, as :8. General publica- 
tions and similar classes are arranged in alphabetical order under the most 
significant words of their titles, or under their subjects, the book numbers 
being assigned from the 2-figure Cutter Author table, as :B39, in which 
case B39 stands for Beet sugar, the distinctive word of the title. 

In these Advance sheets of the Checklist and in the Checklist itself to 
follow, individual book numbers are given for everything arranged by book 
numbers taken from the Cutter Author table, except for separates, which 
are not entered at all, and for which the arrangement by book numbers is 
only indicated, as :(CT). Individual book numbers are not given in certain 
series arranged by dates or by numbers, but in every such case the arrange- 
ment is indicated, as :(dates), or :(v. nos.), or :(nos.). 

The superior letter (*) always designates ‘‘ separates,” that is, excerpts 
from the publication bearing the same notation without the (*). These 
separates are arranged in classes by themselves, immediately following the 
series from which they are taken. 

The superior figures (1-*) are used to differentiate between two publica 
tions which may of necessity be assigned the same symbol in the alpha- 
betical classification, and also to distinguish between the various editions of 
the same serial or numbered publication. 
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SERIAL NUMBERS 


When a document appears both as a bureau edition and as a Congres- 
sional document, the bureau edition is entered in these Advance sheets and 
the serial number and Congressional document number are both added, thus 
[2309-269], the first being the serial number and the second the document 
number in the sheep-bound set. ‘The serial numbers are those assigned in 
the 2d edition of the Checklist of public documents, issued by this Office 
in 1895, and continued in our Document catalogues and Document indexes. 
The following table has been prepared to show where in our office publica- 
tions lists of such serial numbers, with titles, etc., may be found:

The hearty cooperation of those in charge of the various Government 
publishing offices and of all librarians and individuals who are interested 
in public documents is earnestly requested, for without their aid nothing 
like a complete Checklist can be compiled. 





At the present day the common test of a public document of the 
United States is the imprint of the Government Printing Office, and 
to this test there are few exceptions. Some Government publish- 
ing offices have made the mistake of inducing the Government Print- 
ing Office to omit its imprint from their publications, but fortunately 
these instances are not numerous. So far as they go, they confuse 
the record and put an additional embarrassment in the way of the 
libraries which are doing an invaluable service to our own and 
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future times by trying to preserve with accuracy and completeness 
the official publications of the Government. Small Government 
presses are placed at Weather Bureau stations, at the headquarters 
of military departments, and at military schools, and from them 
bulletins, orders, textbooks, and annual reports are issued, but 
their output is so slight a fraction of the general mass that by 
most librarians and collectors it need not be taken into considera- 
tion. An active printing bureau has also been set up at Manila, 
but its productions need not necessarily be considered United States 
public documents. 

The Government Printing Office test can not be applied to im- 
prints prior to 1861, for until that year there was no official print- 
ing plant. In the earlier years the printing of Congress was done 
by contract, but not necessarily by the lowest bidder. A rate not 
to be exceeded was usually fixed by resolution, and the secretary 
or clerk of the Senate or the House was instructed with whom to 
contract at the fixed rate. The printing was considered a plum 
for partisan editors, and often the choice of a printer was the most 
exciting event of a session of Congress, and sometimes delayed its 
proceedings for days or even weeks. When the documents of either 
branch of Congress for any session bear the imprint of Gales & 
Seaton, it may be assumed that that body at that session had an 
Adams or Whig majority, and the imprint of Duff Green or Blair & 
Rives as clearly indicates a Democratic or Democratic-Republican 
majority. The numerous less-known printers for Congress whose 
names are found in the documents usually owed their selection to 
like reasons. 

Various publications of private publishers other than the printers 
to Congress are considered to have become public documents by the 
action of Congress in buying copies or editions of them for free dis- 
tribution to or by Members of Congress or other officials or to col- 
leges and libraries. Often the publication of important volumes or 
series of volumes would not have been possible without the order 
of Congress for numerous copies or entire editions in advance of 
publication. The first legal definition of a public document was 
given in section 13 of chapter 68 of the laws of the Twenty-ninth 
Congress, second session, approved March 8, 1847, in these words: 

Such publications or books as have been or may be published, procured, or 


purchased by order of either House of Congress, or a joint resolution of the 
two Houses, shall be considered as public documents. 


After the Government Printing Office had been established this 
comprehensive and sweeping definition was somewhat limited in a 
new enactment by excluding books “ procured or purchased.” This 
is found in section 13 of chapter 456 of the laws of the Forty-third 
Congress, first session, approved June 23, 1874, and runs thus: 


The term “public document” is hereby defined to be all publications 
printed by order of Congress or either House thereof. 


The practice in the early Congresses of supplying newly elected 
Members with reference books grew until the volumes supplied to 
each Member amounted to a small library. It is not easy to trace 
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just what these supplies were. The House in the Thirty-second 
Congress (Aug. 31, 1852) voted to supply to those of its Members 
who had not already had them the same books that had been sup- 
plied to the Members of the Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, 
and Thirty-first Congresses. Turning to the records of the Twenty- 
eighth Congress, one finds that it voted itself the same books that 
had been given to Members of the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh 
Congresses, adding only the latest volumes of the American archives, 
the Congressional globe, the Register of debates, and Schoolcraft’s 
History of the Indian tribes. In most of the following Congresses 
something was added, so that when the whole list was voted in a 
single succeeding Congress it became something formidable. In 
the Thirty-second Congress the book supply for new Representatives 
cost $122,000, but the titles of the free books are not given. In the 
House of the Thirty-fourth Congress (1855) the cost was $138,000, 
and the following list of titles is embodied in the appropriation act: 
Annals of Congress (42 vols.), Congressional globe (42 vols.), 
Diplomatic correspondence (1783-1789, 3 vols.), Elliot’s Debates (5 
vols.), Finance reports (7 vols.), Hickey’s Constitution (1 vol.), 
Instructions and opinions (not identified), Life and works of John 
Adams (10 vols.), Mayo and Moulton’s Pension laws (1 vol.), 
Opinions of Attorney-General (5 vols.), Public land laws (2 vols.), 
Register of debates (29 vols.), Writings of Thomas Jefferson (9 
vols.) ; the total is 1538 volumes, though the list does not mention 
several of the large series that were at various times voted to 
Members. 

There was always strong opposition in Congress to the creation 
of public documents by voting book subsidies to Members, and the 
subsidy resolutions seldom got through without a sharp debate and 
one or more roll calls. The usual plan in the House was the passage 
of a simple resolution directing the clerk to supply the books. 
Later on provision would appear in an appropriation bill for reim- 
bursing the clerk. As early as the Twenty-fifth Congress (1837) an 
amendment was offered, but unsuccessfully, providing that Members 
receiving free books should at the close of their service deposit them 
in the Library of Congress, to be used by their successors. In the 
Thirty-fourth Congress, where the 153 volumes were voted, the 
Members did not get away with the books, for the appropriation 
act, passed on the last day of the session, provided that the $138,000 
should be paid only on condition that the books be sent to a public 
library in each Member’s district, and that such sending should not 
be intrusted to the Members, but to the clerk of the House. The 
same Congress passed an act to regulate the compensation of Mem- 
bers, in which it is provided that if any Member shall receive 
books by virtue of a simple or concurrent resolution the cost of 
them shall be deducted from his pay. This seems drastic, but it 
could not prevent Congress voting itself books by act or joint 
resolution. 

There is no occasion to make a complete list of those publications, 
not included in the numbered set of Congressional documents or not 
32326—No. 158—08——-2 
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issued from the Government Printing Office, which have come to be 
considered public documents because authorized by Congress or 
bought by Government appropriations, and if there were such occa- 
sion the making would certainly be difficult and probably impossible. 
Among the important documents of this kind, in addition to those 
already mentioned in this note, are the following: Commercial regu- 
lations of foreign countries, first edition, 1819, 1 vol.; same, second 
edition, 1833-1836, 3 vols.; Duff Green’s State papers, 1834, 5 vols.;
